Money is wanting to procure them: For feveral of
thofe Ships are already loaded and failed with
Wheat, both from this Place and Philadelphia, and
it has been broughtto Market fince in fuch Pleaty,
that the Price has fell confiderably.

By the Packet we have the following melancholy
Advice, relating to Captain Brigftock, of the Brig
Briftol Packet, bound from this Port for Amfter.
dam, who on the 3d of September haft, feven Days
after fhe left this Place, in a hard Gale of Wind,
fhipped a large Sea, which wafhed Captain Brig.
